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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's submission filed 1 1/12/09, was in response to the 10/21/09 Office action 
which detailed the rejection of claims 1-3, 5, 8-13, 16-19, 21, and 23-25. Claims 1 and 19 have 
been amended, and claims 28-29 have been added. Claims 1-3, 5, 8-13, 16-19, 21, 23-25, and 
28-29 remain pending in the application and have been fully considered by the examiner. 

Response to Arguments/Amendments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see pages 10-11, filed 1 1/12/09, with respect to claims 28 and 29 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. All other arguments are moot in view of the 
Examiner's Amendment below. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

3. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee.

Please amend claims 1,19, and 23, and cancel claims 28 and 29 as provided in the 
attached claim amendments titled "Proposed Examiner's Amendment." 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-3, 5, 8-13, 16-19, 21, and 23-25 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The examiner indicated that this application would be in condition for allowance if the 
independent claims 1 and 19 are amended to include the features of claims 28 and 29, 
respectively. The above features, taken in combination with all remaining features of the 
independent claim are not taught or suggested by the prior art of record. The applicant agreed to 
amend the independent claims 1 and 19 as indicated by the examiner. The distinctions provided 
by the independent claims apply equally to all dependent claims. Thus all pending claims 1-3,5, 
8-13, 16-19, 21, and 23-25 are allowed.
